R OM Venice of the 8th inftant, ‘tis ad- 
vis'd, that the Republick are making great 
Preparations of War by Land and Sea,that 
the French Frigates which were command- 
ed by the Chevalier de Fourbin no longer 

infeft the Gulph of Venice ; and that the Officer 
who commands in Fourbin’s Abfence, has fent back 
to Naples the 1200 Land Soldiers, which were ta- 
ken on Board that Squadron fome time ago. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 23. 

Rome, Dec. 2. On Wednefday laft the Pope fent 
for Cardinal Grimani, and told him that 600 Impe- 
tial Horfe were advanc’d into the Province of Fer-’ 
tara, but that he expected they fhould be order'd 
to withdraw out of it without delay, otherwife he 
himfelf would take proper Meafures to preferve that 
Country. The Spanith Ambaffador acquainted the 
Pope inan Audience that he had of him lately, that 
he fhould fhortly be recall’d from his Embafly, and 
that the Marquis de los Balbafes will come in his 
Place. There is a report of the Pope’s having cho- 
fen Legates a Latere to endeavour to re-eftablith 
Peace among the Porentates of Chriftendom, that 
Cardinal Barberini is to go “to the Emperor, Car- 
dinal Pamfilio to the King of Spain, Cardinal Ac- 
ciaioli’ to the King of France, and Cardinal Santa 
Croce to the King of Poland. 

Venice, Dec. 9. The Advices this Week from the 
2 Armies are, that Prince Eugene has his Head- 
Quarters at Sermite, and has fo difpos’d his Troops 
into Winter Quarters, thar in a very few days, if 
- oceafion be, he can draw them all together ; and 
that fince the taking of Borgoforte by the French, 
Provifions that were much wanted, and were grown 
very dear, have been brought into Mantua fromuall 
fides, and are now cheap enough in that City. 

From the Leide Gazette, dated Dec. 28. 

Rome, Dec. 9. The Cardinal de Fourbin,has com- 
municated to the Pope by Order of the King his 
Matter, a Project for making a Peace with the Po- 
rentates confederated againft himfelf and the King 
ef Spain. His Holinefs has written about it to the 
Emperor, exhorting him to take it into his confide- 
ration; and talks of fending Legates a Latere to 
thofe three Princes. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec.3o. 

Venice, Dec. 15. We have Advice, That the Im- 

rial Army in Italy hath  receiv’d a confiderable 
Sum of Money, thar thofe Forces are in no want of 
Provifions, but that Forrage is fcarce with them. 
The Imperialifts continue to fortifie Governolo, in 
which they have 4 Regiments of Horfe, befides Huf- 
fars and Infantry. The French keep a ftrong Garrifon 
in Borgoforte, and carry Cattle and other Provifions 
from thence; and out.of the Veronefe, to Mantua ; 
bur the Huffars have frequently furpriz’d their 
Convoys. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Dec. 30. 

Venice, Dec. 16. The Imperialifts are ftrengthen- 
ing the Fortifications of Mirandola and other Places, 
tho’ the {welling of the Po incommodes them ex- 
tremely : Some large Pieces of Timber being car- 


ried down the Stream with great force again thé 
Bridge at Oftigtia, have utterly ruin’d it. A Body 
of Imperialifts went towards the Ferrareze, a Party 
of which coming into the Bologneze took and g@r- 
ry'd off a French Officer. The French fortify heir 
Pofts in the Modeneze, and have broken down al! 
the Stone Bridges on the Rivers, and laid Wooden 
ones in their Places. They write from Bolognia 
that the Cardinal Legate has made up 8 of the 
Gates of that City, and plac’d ftrong Guards at the 
other 4 that are left open.

ral places of the Ferrareze, ordering the Inhabitants | 
to bring them in Provilicn and Hay, on pain of Mi- 
lirary Execution; which Cardinal Fourbin under- 
fianding, he made great Complaints of ir to the 
Pope, and protefted that if thofe Placarts were al- 
low’d of, the French would Publith the like ; Upom 


forbid the Inhabirants of that Province, on penalty of 
being feverely punifh’d, to furnifh any thing either ro 
the Imperialifts or the French. oe 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 2. 
Vienna, Dec. 20. All the Troops are in Motion 
towards the Frontiers of Bavaria, to endeavour ro 
bring that Elector to reafon; When that is done, 
there will be a confiderable Force fent into Iraly ; 
whither, (befides the 15000 Men that are rais’d by 


which his Holinefs has fent Order to the Legate, to 


the Hereditary Provinces), the 6cco Heydukes that, 


are levying in Hungary, are defign’d to be fent. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Jan. 6. 
Mantua, Dec. 14. The Marquefs of Pracontal is 


‘ pofted with fome Troops ‘on the Secchia, to obferve 


the Imperialifts. Laft week he went into the Bolog- 
nefe to vifit feveral Pofts ; whence ’tis fuppos’d, that 
in cafe the Imperialifts march into the Ferrareze, the 
French will draw inso the Bologneze. A Party of* 
300 Imperial Horfe being out a ferraging near Son- 
cino, were fallen upon by the French, who kill’d 
40 of them and took 60 Prifoners. On Sunday a 
Party of 60 Grenadiers and 8 Dragocns of our Gar- 
rifon, encounter’d 32 Imperial Grenadiers near San 
Giorgio, of whom 13 were kil!'d and 19 takeu, 
who have lifted themfelves into our Service. We 
have likewife got 48 Deferters, who will be form’d 
into a Company, which, when ’tis increas’d to 10@ 
Men, will be fent to ferve in Flanders, whither fome 
have been fent already. . 
From the Ainfterdam Couranr, dated Jan. 6. 

Venice, Dec.22. They write from Bologna, that 
at the requeft of the Cardinal Legate, Prince Eugene 
has fer at liberty the Brench Officer who was taken 


by a Party of Germans within the Ecclefiaftical ‘Ter- 


ritorics. And from Mantua, That the Duke of Ven 
dome laid Siege to Governolo on the 17th, with an 
Army of 16000 Men. 
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They write from Rome of the 16ch, That Cardinal 
Grimani had Audierice of the Pope on the sith 
inftant,when he took !eave of his Holinefs, acquaint- 
ing him with his Keafons for taking a Journey to 
Vienna,and promifing to return to Rome in a Month ; 
acco.dingly that Night he went away Poft. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 23. 

Parts, Dec. 23. Letters from Italy of the 8th, 
adyiie, That fince the raking of San-Benedetto, the 
2 Armics have not made any morion: That the 
Duke of Vendome was gone to view the Quagters 
of his Troops in the Modeneze, which are extend- 
ed towards the River Panaro, to the end they may 
be the nearer at hand to incommode the Enemics 
Quarters. Prince Eugene has abandon’d Concor-: 
dia and all the open Country of the Durchy of Mi- 
randola, having drawn his Forces into Places where 
they may be fecure, and not expos'd to any Infults. 
The Marquefs de Befons has pofted fome. Troops 
about Berteilo, in fuch a manner, that nothing can 
go in or out of that Place. There are feveral Advi- 
ces thar that Garrifon is extreamly diminith’d by 
Sicknefs, and that the Horfes of 3 Troops of Ca- 
vairy that are there are reduc’d to 50. 

From the Paris Gazetre, dated Dec. 30. 

The Advices from the Army in Italy of the 15th, 
rell us, that the Duke de Vendome return’d to Gua- 
ftalla on the 12th, from vifiting the Quarters in the 
Modeneze, where he has difposd the Troops into. 
new Pofts on the Frontier near the Panaro, viz. in. 
Buon-Porto, Baitia, Navice!la, and Nonantola, the 
more to inctommode the Enemy, who are already 
very much ftreighren’d in their Ground, and leffen’d 
by Defertion. On the roth a Party of 80 Foot of 
the Garrifon of Mantua, meeting, betwixt Mantua 
and Oftiglia, a Compary of German Grenadiers of 
the Regiment of Mansfeld, defeated them entirely, 
killing 14 of them, and taking all the reft Prifoners, 
with the Officer that commanded them.

Yefterday failed the Chatham 
Man of War a Cruizing, and the Jefus Maria Jofeph 
ot and for Bilboa, who has been detain’d ever fince 
the War was declar’d. 

Harwich, Dec. 29. This day caine in here the 
Crown of London from Arch-Angel, laden with 


Hemp, Tallow, &c. who on the 20th was drivel 
out of the Downes to the Nofthward, and was fet 
upon by 2 French Privateers, one of 16 the other of 
10 Guns, which fhe fought for 4 hours, ‘and ar lat 
got clear of both of them to this Harbours but with 
great damage. 

Deale , Dec. 29. All the Outward-bound Mer. 
chant Ships are now under Sail, under Convoy of 
Her Majeity’s Ships Ip{wich, Woolwich, Chefter 
and Pottillion ; leaving in the Downes Her Majefty’s 
Ships Royal-Oak and Swan.
